FOR the first time ever the top

MARADONA, arguably the 
world’s greatest football player, 
has pledged his support for a Kens¬ 
ington-based charity which is com¬ 
mitted to eliminating radicalism. 

The Argentinian legend has 
agreed to be an ambassador for 
Football For Unity, a concept to 
unite communities through the 
beautiful game which is winning 
worldwide acclaim. 

The initiative, which has won 
the support of The Queen, Presi¬ 
dent Obama, the Vatican and 
Britain’s Chief Rabbi, is being pro¬ 
moted by the Unity of Faiths or¬ 
ganisation with a football-based 
programme to stop young people 
becoming radicalised, turning to 
terrorism and joining gangs. 

The programme, which has al¬ 
ready stopped 10 teenagers from 
joining Isis in Syria, is being 
backed by the Dean of Westminster 
and the British leaders of Hindu, 
Muslim, Jewish and Sikh faiths. 

House of Commons speaker 
John Bercow launched Football for 
Unity on the Speaker’s Private 
Green at the Houses of Parliament 
on Tuesday, attended by London’s 
grassroots football community and

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'FIRST STEPS' INITIATIVE HELPS EXPAND PROPERTY OWNERSHIP 


More homes for more Londoners 


M ORE than 52,000 Londoners on modest in¬ 
comes have moved into new homes all 
across the capital, as part of Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s First Steps housing scheme. 

First Steps targets low and medium income Lon¬ 
doners and is designed to help people purchase a 
home at a lower cost than buying in the same neigh¬ 
bourhood on the open market. With large deposits 
being a major problem for many potential buyers, the 
scheme’s deposits start from as little as £5,000, aver¬ 
aging at £13,000, with average household wages of 
£37,000. 

Last week the Mayor visited the new Gallery 
Court, Fulboume Road development in Waltham For¬ 
est to meet residents who are in the final stages of 
buying shared ownership homes. The site, a former 
camera factory, is part funded by the Mayor and de¬ 
veloped by Sanctuary Group and includes a mixed 
tenure of 124 affordable rent, private and shared own¬ 
ership new properties, starting from £63,750 for a 
share of a one-bedroom apartment. The 107 afford¬ 
able properties at the site are targeted at local people 
on modest incomes. 

The development is close to the Waltham Forest 
Blackhorse Road housing zone, one of the Mayor’s 
20 designated zones. Mr Johnson announced that 
areas in Merton and Lambeth have been designated 
zones as part of his commitment for 20 housing zones 


across the capital, deliver¬ 
ing over 53,000 new 
homes, and unlocking 
£21.6 billion in invest¬ 
ment. 

The Mayor also re¬ 
vealed plans for 10 more 
housing zones to be des¬ 
ignated by the end of his 
term in office. He said: 
“More than 52,000 Lon¬ 
doners have been able to 
get on to the housing lad¬ 
der thanks to the First 
Steps scheme and I am 
determined to help even 
more achieve their dream 
of owning their own home. 
Dynamic developments like Gallery Court are testa¬ 
ment to this success and demonstrate why I’ve allo¬ 
cated millions of extra funding for shared ownership. 

“The next wave of new housing will be kick- 
started by my 20 housing zones, which are set to de¬ 
liver over 50,000 mixed tenure homes at a fast pace. 
The zones are regenerating huge areas of the city and 
that’s why I am determined to create a further 10, de¬ 
livering and continuing the investment, opportunity 
and much needed new housing across the capital.” 


The Sanctuary Housing Group has developed the 
new homes on Gallery Court, Fulbourne Road 
through its appointed contractor with Ardmore Con¬ 
struction. The affordable units consist of 17 afford¬ 
able rent houses, 35 affordable rent apartments, 13 
intermediate rent apartments and 42 shared owner¬ 
ship apartments. 

During the regeneration of the development 
Sanctuary Group prioritised offering training, ap¬ 
prenticeships and employment on the site to local 
people, particularly encouraging women into roles 
through the Women in Construction’ scheme. 

Ian McDermott, Chief Operating Officer for 
Sanctuary Group, said: “Developments like Gallery 
Court are giving people the opportunity to buy 
homes they would never be able to afford on the 
open market. We want to help families fulfil their 
ambitions of owning their own home. That’s why 
Sanctuary is committed to building 17,000 low cost 
homes over the next 10 years, including a signifi¬ 
cant number of shared ownership homes across 
London.” 

Having exceeded his manifesto target to help 
50,000 people into intermediate homes, the Mayor 
wants to double the number of shared ownership 
units built in London by 2020 and again by 2025 to 
help an estimated 250,000 more Londoners access 
affordable homes to rent or buy. 


Richard Twinn is buying a two- bed shared own¬ 
ership apartment at Gallery Court. He said: “My 
partner and I work. We had been looking at buying 
our first home but the property market here meant 
that they were beyond our reach. Thanks to shared 
ownership we are now able to get our first step on 
the property ladder and we can’t wait to move in.” 

The Waltham Forest Blackhorse Road zone will 
receive over £44 million for 2,477 new homes 
(1,881 private with 596 affordable units) - unlock¬ 
ing £1.8 billion in economic development value and 
creating over 5,000 construction jobs between now 
and 2025. 

Councillor Khevyn Limbajee, Cabinet Member 
for Housing, Waltham Forest, said, “This develop¬ 
ment is one of many taking shape across the bor¬ 
ough, helping us to achieve our commitment to 
build thousands of new homes in 2020 - half of 
which will be affordable.” 

The Mayor’s Housing Zone success builds upon 
his efforts to free up land for new housing, including 
the creation of the London Land Commission to 
identify all public land in London and strengthen its 
redevelopment alongside new transport infrastruc¬ 
ture, the release of 99 per cent of all land held in 
City Hall’s land, and the establishment of the Lon¬ 
don Housing Bank to provide finance to accelerate 
the build-out of large sites.

Good sign! Stage set for popular opera company to go solo 


THIS was the moment when the 
Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea Council waved a 
final goodbye to Opera Holland 
Park as it embarked on a new 
chapter as an independent chari¬ 
table company. 

OHP must now be self-suffi¬ 
cient and rely solely on sales and 
sponsorship rather than council 
subsidy. To help the new com¬ 


pany strike out on its own they 
will receive a final grant of 
£5million from the council’s re¬ 
serves. 

“We are very proud that we 
created this outstanding cultural 
institution and wish them every 
success for the future. Ensuring 
that OHP continues to be acces¬ 
sible to all is at the heart of the 
new company’s agreement with 


the council,” explained Cllr Tim 
Coleridge, Cabinet Member for 
the arts. Our final grant gives 
them a strong financial founda¬ 
tion in which to flourish and 
grow and I look forward to en¬ 
joying the company’s perform¬ 
ances for years to come.” 

At the helm of the newly 
formed company is Charles 
Mackay CBE whose past success 


includes raising the profile and fi¬ 
nancial health of Historic Royal 
Palaces (and the Tower of Lon¬ 
don and Hampton Court Palace 
now run without any public sub¬ 
sidy). As Chairman he has ap¬ 
pointed a new board of trustees 
with a broad range of experience 
and expertise, including ITV 
News at Ten anchor, Sir Trevor 
McDonald.

Is paper the write 
way in the future? 

PAPER, not digital, archiving is the 
way forward, said the editor of the 
Philosophical Transactions of the 
Royal Society, Professor Dave 
Garner, at a Celebration of Science 
event in Kensington Town Hall 
earlier this month. 

His counter-intuitive claim is that 
society is losing valuable 
information by digitising records 
rather than relying on traditional 
paper filing. It is one of several 
lectures on the world of science, 
organised by Kensington and 
Chelsea Council, which run until 
October 18. All the events are free. 

Other topics discussed have 
included planning and the built 
environment; with topics ranging 
from the computer modelling of 
the Boris bike to the challenges of 
engineering tunnels for Crossrail 
and the Thames Tideway Tunnel.

May becomes chair of governors 


THE Aldridge Foundation, the 
lead sponsor of Kensington 
Aldridge Academy, has ap¬ 
pointed Mick May as the new 
chair of governors at the school, 
which was formally opened by 
the Duchess of Cambridge in 
January. 

Mr May has succeeded Jan¬ 
ice Shiner. The founder and 
chief executive of Blue Sky, an 
award-winning social enterprise 
for offender rehabilitation, Mick 
began his career in the City. 
There he progressed through 
senior roles within a number of 
large organisations before be¬ 
coming one of the six founding 
partners of New Boathouse 
Capital. From 2003 he dedi¬ 
cated himself to the charitable 
sector, initially as MD of 


Groundwork Thames Valley 
and then establishing Blue Sky. 

A Kensington resident, he 
served as a councillor in the 
1990s, when he was also gover¬ 
nor of Avondale Park Primary 
School and vice-chair of the 
Westway Development Trust. 
He retired this year but remains 
a member of the advisory board 
of Big Society Capital, chair of 
the Peel Institute, a property- 
owning community hub in Is¬ 
lington, and a trustee of 
Groundwork South. 

Kensington Aldridge Acad¬ 
emy, which is co-sponsored by 
the Royal Borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea, opened in Sep¬ 
tember 2014, proving a popular 
choice with local families, many 
of whom had previously had to 


journey out of the borough to 
find secondary school places. It 
has recently welcomed its sec¬ 
ond intake of year seven stu¬ 
dents and announced the 
opening of its sixth form from 
next September. 

Honor Wilson-Fletcher, chief 
executive of the Aldridge Foun¬ 
dation said: “The foundation is 
committed to extremely high 
standards of governance, re¬ 
cruiting governors who are of a 
high calibre and who bring a 
range of skills and experience to 
their roles. 

“Mick May brings great local 
knowledge and experience to 
the role and his appointment 
will further strengthen the acad¬ 
emy’s governance and work 
with the local community.” 


Schools unite to improve teaching 


THREE schools in Kensington 
and Chelsea judged to be out¬ 
standing by Ofsted have made a 
successful joint bid to the De¬ 
partment for Education to be¬ 
come a teaching school alliance. 

As a result, Cardinal Vaughan 
Memorial School, Holland Park 
School and Thomas Jones Pri¬ 
mary School will work with 
other schools to provide high- 
quality training and develop¬ 
ment to both newly qualified 
teachers and experienced school 
staff. 

The teaching schools initia¬ 
tive is part of the Government’s 
plan to give schools a central 
role in raising standards. To 


qualify for selection all three 
schools had to: 

■ Have an outstanding rating 
from Ofsted 

■ Provide evidence of success¬ 
ful partnerships 

■ Show excellent leadership 
with a proven track record of 
school improvement 

■ Have an outstanding head 
teacher with at least three years’ 
experience 

■ Have a leadership team with 
the capacity to lead the six core 
areas of the teaching school 
role. 

Commenting on the new 
teaching school alliance, Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea councillor 


Emma Will, Cabinet Member 
for Education, said: “This is 
very good news for these out¬ 
standing schools. They will now 
be able to share the high levels 
of expertise that have marked 
them out over the years with 
new teachers and also experi¬ 
enced staff looking to develop 
their skills.” 

Paul Stubbings, head teacher 
at Cardinal Vaughan Memorial 
School, said: “This is a wonder¬ 
ful and forward-looking initia¬ 
tive which will bring all sorts of 
benefits, not only to the three 
schools in question but also - 
and more importantly - to the 
wider educational community.”

Apart from providing vital 
services, what has public 
funding ever done for us? 


I READ recently that a 
cinema in 

Bournemouth was set 
to show Monty Python's 
Life of Brian , 35 years 
after the local council pre¬ 
vented the film being 
screened in the town. 

Controversial and funny, it 
provided some comedy gold, 
including the famous “What 
did the Romans ever do for 
us?” line, which prompted the 
response: “Apart from the san¬ 
itation, the medicine, educa¬ 
tion, wine, public order, 
irrigation, roads, the fresh¬ 
water system and public 
health, what have the Romans 
ever done for us?” 

Well, although the Romans 
did their bit, we had some 
other fine developers of cru¬ 
cial infrastructure in our more 
recent history and here I’m 
thinking about the Victorians. 
We can thank their engineer¬ 
ing skills and foresight for our 
sewers and water systems and 
many of our leading hospitals 
and schools. Of course, after 
well over 100 years of sterling 
service, even the best engi¬ 
neered sewers and well-built 
schools sometimes need re¬ 
placement, because demands 
and standards change. 


Right now the borough’s 
Victorian infrastructure is get¬ 
ting quite an overhaul. Gas 
mains built 120 years ago are 
being replaced, Thames Water 
is embarking on ground sur¬ 
veys of the Counters Creek 
sewer, built by the great engi¬ 
neer Sir Joseph Bazalgette, as 
part of work to try and prevent 
the type of flooding we saw in 
2007 and, of course, the Vic¬ 
torian Marlborough School 
building in Chelsea is being 
replaced with a modern 
school, and some of our major 
local hospitals also have big 
plans to upgrade and rede¬ 
velop. 

I’ve been a politician for 
quite a while now and one 
thing I learned very quickly is 
that major infrastructure proj¬ 
ects bring disruption and dis¬ 
ruption brings concern and 
often complaints and anger. In 
these cases I would urge peo¬ 
ple to look at the bigger pic¬ 
ture. 

Even conservative-minded 
people like me recognise that 
sometimes change is unavoid¬ 
able if the borough is to retain 
its unique attractiveness as a 
place to live. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
misery that the local floods 
brought with them in 2007 
would know that work on the 


Counters Creek sewer, to en¬ 
sure such an occurrence is not 
repeated in the future, is vital. 

In February next year work 
will begin in the borough on 
replacing metal gas mains 
with more durable modern 
pipes. It’s a major London¬ 
wide project costing nearly £1 
billion. 

The programme will reduce 
the amount of unplanned work 
on the gas network and is es¬ 
sential to provide safe and re¬ 
liable energy to businesses, 
schools and homes. 

A lot has been written about 
Marlborough School and why 
we are replacing it with a new 
building. It certainly is fair to 
say that the Victorian building 
has given great service for a 
long time. But, the way we 
educate our children has 
changed and the building re¬ 
ally has some quite stark 
shortcomings: perhaps the 
most major being that it really 
is not acceptable today to have 
a building that a disabled pupil 
cannot move around in. 

I hope that the infrastruc¬ 
ture works, be they gas pipes, 
sewers or school buildings, 
will prove as durable and fu¬ 
ture proof as the originals cre¬ 
ated by the sweat and genius 
of our Victorian predecessors.

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Mayor makes case for new policing and crime museum 


THE Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson has confirmed that 
talks are under way to secure a 
permanent home for the public 
display of Scotland Yard’s col¬ 
lection of crime artefacts. 

The proposed Policing and 
Crime Museum will bring to¬ 
gether one of the most extraor¬ 
dinary collections of police 
related memorabilia in the 
world. There have been calls for 
a permanent public exhibition 
about the history of the Metro¬ 
politan Police to open for many 


years, but its unique collection 
is scattered across London, 
much of it behind closed doors. 

A major show now open at 
the Museum of London, near 
The Barbican, suggests there is 
significant demand. The Crime 
Museum Uncovered exhibition 
is, for the first time, putting on 
public display a selection of 
around 600 pieces from the 
New Scotland Yard collection. 

Hundreds more objects, pa¬ 
pers and other items exist, 
telling the incredible history of 


the world’s oldest police force 
and the new museum will en¬ 
able the general public to see it 
for the first time. 

The exhibition allows people 
to see objects from the Metro¬ 
politan Police’s Crime Museum, 
which was established by the 
police as a teaching tool in the 
mid-1870s and was previously 
only accessible to police profes¬ 
sionals and invited guests. 

The Mayor said: “It is aston¬ 
ishing that, despite being the 
birthplace of modern policing, 


there is no major museum 
telling the history of our first 
public service and the men and 
women who keep London safe. 

“The huge public interest in 
The Crime Museum Uncovered 
demonstrates public appetite for 
learning about the world’s old¬ 
est police force. I am thrilled 
that, working with the Museum 
of London and the Metropolitan 
Police, we are coming closer to 
delivering a new world-class 
museum for London.” 

Following talks with the Met¬ 


ropolitan Police Commissioner 
and Deputy Mayor for the 
Mayor’s Office for Policing 
And Crime, the Mayor hopes to 
confirm details of the Crime 
Museum’s location in the next 
few months. 

It is expected that the new 
museum will be delivered in 
partnership with the Museum of 
London. Funding for the new 
museum will be sought from a 
number of sources, including 
corporate and private sponsors. 

“As well as being a signifi¬ 


cant new cultural attraction for 
the capital, the new institution 
will be an important educational 
resource, offering insights into 
the history and work of one of 
the biggest police forces in the 
world,” said a spokesman. 

The Crime Museum Uncov¬ 
ered exhibition examines the 
changing nature of crime and 
advances in detection over the 
last 140 years, while also giving 
voice to the people behind the 
crimes; victims, offenders and 
police officers alike. 


Labour accuses 
council of plan to 
‘stifle democracy’

ANGRY scenes are ex¬ 
pected at the Town Hall 
this week as the opposition 
Labour Party fights furi¬ 
ously a proposal by the 
Kensington and Chelsea 
Borough Council to cut the 
length and frequency of its 
meetings. 

Councillor Robert Atkinson, 
leader of the RBKC Labour 
members, has damned the plan 
as a gagging move aimed at sti¬ 
fling local democracy. 

The Conservative-ruled 
council is proposing that the 
time allowed for meetings 
where councillors debate local 
issues and call officers to task 
is slashed by a third. 

The council is also propos¬ 
ing to cut the number of coun¬ 
cil meetings each year from 
seven to five. 

“This is a deliberate attempt 
to stifle discussion and opposi¬ 
tion and it will be resisted 
fiercely by the Labour opposi¬ 
tion,” said Councillor Atkin¬ 
son. 

“It will also be resisted by 
residents who believe that our 
overblown and secretive coun¬ 
cil needs more, not less, 
scrutiny and democratic discus¬ 
sion.” 

Councillor Atkinson said 
that due to the controversies 
raging in the borough, the 
council should instead increase 
the number of meetings. It is

understood that many Labour 
councillors want 12 full meet¬ 
ings a year. 

“Given the disasters caused 
by the ill-considered dash to 
tri-borough working, poor pri¬ 
vatisation contracts and the 
wholesale dismantling of serv¬ 
ices, we need more, not less 
democratic debate,” he said. 

He added: “I urge all resi¬ 
dents to take a look at the im¬ 
plications of this proposal and 
not to take at face value the 
bland press statement from the 


council that I predict is heading 
your way.” 

Councillor Atkinson added: 
“For a few heady months, resi¬ 
dents of the Royal Borough 
who petitioned the council with 
more than 1,500 signatures 
were able to attend the Council 
meeting, address councillors 
about their issue, listen to a full 
debate and then receive a re¬ 
sponse from the appropriate 
Cabinet member. 

“Matters that have been suc¬ 
cessfully brought into the coun¬ 
cil chamber this way include 
the need for Notting Hill Prep 
School to expand its premises, 
concerns about the presence of 
asbestos in the Earl's Court de¬ 
velopment and the imminent 
demolition of Marlborough 
School. This is all set to change 
as the Council reviews the pe¬ 
titioning system. 

“Our Tory councillors are 
‘frit’ - they are frightened to 
face their residents, frightened 
to debate with Labour and 
frightened to be accountable to 
electors. All they want is to 
leave early to go and have their 
dinner. Given the number of 
problems that the council is 
running into in implementing 
its tri- borough and service pri¬ 
vatisation programmes, we 
need more and not less demo¬ 
cratic debate.” 

London Weekly News sought 
a response from Kensington 
and Chelsea council but the au¬ 
thority had not issued a state¬ 
ment at the time of going to 
press.

‘Riverside development 
could create 6,500 jobs’ 


THE Mayor of London has an¬ 
nounced major plans for the re¬ 
development of 86 acres of 
industrial land owned by the 
Greater London Authority in 
London Riverside. 

Boris Johnson claims the develop¬ 
ment will have the potential to create 
6,500 new jobs in east London and 
means that 99 per cent of all Greater 
London Authority land has now been 
released for development. 

Once signed, the partnership be¬ 
tween the Greater London Authority 
and property firm SEGRO will be the 
largest deal of its kind between the 
public sector and a private land devel¬ 
oper in the capital. 

A spokesman for the mayor’s office 
said: “This is a considerable step for¬ 
ward for the Mayor’s vision for Lon¬ 
don Riverside, which includes housing 
plans for Barking Riverside and the 
surrounding areas that have now been 
boosted through this job creation.” 

Following a nine-month procure¬ 
ment process, SEGRO, one of the 
UK’s leading industrial property com¬ 
panies, has been selected as the Greater 
London Authority’s preferred partner 
to deliver the development on the sites, 
which are known collectively as East 
Plus. East Plus is a series of industrial 
locations spanning Newham, Barking 
and Dagenham and Havering on both 
sides of the A13 corridor - a key route 
giving fantastic access to both central 
London and the Port of Tilbury. 

The Mayor said: “London’s popula¬ 
tion is at a record high and people are 
increasingly looking to the east as a 
place to live and work. We are already 
working hard to build the houses that 
people need, so I am delighted to wel¬ 
come SEGRO aboard to help create the 


jobs. This site has bags of potential and 
I can see it becoming one of the most 
sought after addresses for industry - 
whether large or small.” 

The planned 10-year partnership be¬ 
tween the GLA and SEGRO will see 
86 acres of land across five sites reju¬ 
venated for a range of industrial uses, 
with the land to be transferred to the 
developers in stages over the life of the 
partnership. SEGRO thinks the sites 
can support about 1.4 million sq ft of 
new urban logistics and light industrial 
spaces, suitable for occupiers ranging 
from blue-chip companies to start-up 
firms. SEGRO’s investment is ex¬ 
pected to be approximately £180 mil¬ 
lion over the coming years. 

Ric Blake way, Deputy Mayor for 
Housing, Land and Property, said: “In 
stimulating the return of industry to 
London Riverside, this development 
shows a real commitment to support¬ 
ing local trades and presenting new op¬ 
portunities to attract businesses, 
keeping east London’s industrial her¬ 
itage alive. 

“As part of the Mayor’s vision for 
east London, we are working hard to 
create a mixture of residential and 
commercial property. Industrial life 
has long been the lifeblood of commu¬ 
nities and SEGRO have great plans to 
promote training, education and em¬ 
ployment. I am delighted to have them 
on board.” 

SEGRO were successful in their bid 
to deliver the transformation of Lon¬ 
don Riverside following a nine-month 
competition for the 10-year deal. 

David Sleath, SEGRO chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “We are delighted to have 
been selected as the exclusive develop¬ 
ment partner to the GLA to enable the 
redevelopment of one of London’s 
most important industrial areas.”

Aristocrat revisits terrors 
of childhood sexual abuse

AS allegations of child sexual 
abuse - citing MPs, celebrities 
and peers of the realm, alike - 
continue to emerge, a member 
the aristocracy is joining the 
growing crusade to expose this 
crime. 

Robert Montagu, youngest son of 
the late 10th Earl of Sandwich, is gear¬ 
ing up to present a talk focusing on the 
abuse he was subjected to as a child in 
the 1960s by his father, Victor - and 
the subsequent image-saving cover-up 
by the Montagu family. 

By giving this narrative he hopes to 
help victims and their relatives face up 
to the terrible nature of abuse plus the 
devastating consequences of sweeping 
it under the carpet. 

“The evening is due to be chaired 
by Mike Palmer-Fry, a trained counsel¬ 
lor and therapist,” said event director 
Julian Whiting. 

“With an audience including profes¬ 
sional safeguarders, police and com¬ 
munity officials, plus representatives

from charities and organisations in¬ 
volved in the arena of abuse support 
and recovery, it’s going to provide a 
great platform for networking - all in 
all a safe setting for people to talk and 
debate the issues,” he added. 

Up to the age of seven Robert en¬ 
joyed a happy and loving childhood re¬ 
lationship with his parents Rosemary 
and Victor, plus five older siblings - 
brother John, now the 11th Earl of 


Sandwich and a respected member of 
the House of Lords, plus four sisters. 

But the marriage broke down and 
Robert remained with his father at the 
family’s ancestral home in Mapperton, 
Dorset. Soon fatherly love gave way to 
lust, sexual abuse and ultimately rape, 
as Victor - who renounced his title to 
sit in the Commons as Tory MP for 
South Dorset - groomed young Robert 
to provide the ‘comfort’ he was miss¬ 
ing. 

Incredibly, over the next four years 
none of the siblings suspected anything 
- until one of the sisters realised that 
11-year-old Robert was sharing a bath 
with their father. Her fears were con¬ 
firmed when Robert was questioned by 
the family doctor and his mother. 

But no action was taken as the fam¬ 
ily closed ranks in silence to protect its 
reputation - and Robert remained in 
contact with Victor until his death in 
1995. 

Now aged in his sixties, Robert is 
happily married to successful sculp¬ 
tress and artist Maria Colonna. They 
have four children and nine grandchil¬ 
dren. 

After a successful business career, 


he trained and qualified as a family 
therapist. Ten years ago he set up the 
Dorset Child and Family Counselling 
Trust - now known as the Family 
Counselling Trust {www.familycoun- 
sellingtrust.org ) - a charitable trust 
with a team of therapists offering coun¬ 
selling to children, adolescents and 
families across Dorset and Wiltshire. 

Summing up his ‘life after abuse’, 
Robert is philosophical. 

“I’ve managed to do pretty well over 
the years through a combination of 
helpful influences - my wife, writing 
and performing as a therapist, bringing 
up children in a way that’s loving but 
not abusive,” he says. 

“Had it not happened, I wouldn’t 
have become a therapist. And I would¬ 
n’t have gone on to do what I’m most 
proud of, which is to build a trust 
which helps children who are emotion¬ 
ally distressed.” 

The Robert Montagu Talk takes 
place at St Cuthbert’s Church, 
Philbeach Gardens, London SW5 9EB 
on October 21, from 6.30pm to 10pm. 
Tickets cost £10, including a curry, and 
the event is for those aged 16 years and 
over.

CHILDREN from black and mixed 
heritage backgrounds wait longer 
for adoptive families than white 
children, researchers claim.

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Court fines landlord £48,000 
after fire at rogue property

A LANDLORD who failed 
to ensure his multiply occu¬ 
pied property met fire safety 
standards, resulting in a man 
narrowly escaping with his 
life, has pleaded guilty to of¬ 
fences under the Housing 
Act 2004 at Hammersmith 
Magistrates’ Court. 

He was fined over £48,000. 

The maisonette at 1 B romp- 
ton Cottages, Hollywood Road, 
London SW10 9HL is owned 
by Edward Hutley Investments 
Ltd, which in turn rented out 
the property to another com¬ 
pany, Chelsea Residential Ltd, 
run by Director Mr Zhe “Dean” 
Zhang. 

With the knowledge of the 
owner, Mr Zhang created an ad¬ 
ditional bedroom (so the ten¬ 
ants only shared kitchen and 
bathroom facilities) then sub-let 
the property to five residents, 
who he found via the Spare 
Room and other flat share web¬ 
sites. Mr Zhang failed to en¬ 
sure that essential smoke 
detectors or self-closing fire 
doors were installed. 

The court heard that on the 
night of January 7 a fire started 
in one of the upper floor rooms 


(which did not meet the coun¬ 
cil’s minimum space stan¬ 
dards). 

A portable electric heater ig¬ 
nited some clothing hanging 
nearby and the tenant fled the 
property without alerting the 
other occupants. The door to 
the room did not self-close and 
so the landing and stairway 
quickly filled with smoke and 
flames. 

The court also heard that 
there should have been no need 
to use the heater as the property 
had a central heating system. 
However, the landlord had 
locked the timer controls cup¬ 
board, only allowing the heat¬ 
ing to come on for two hours a 
day. 

A tenant in an upper floor 
front room was asleep in his 
bed when the fire started. A 
phone call from his girlfriend 
woke him and he found a layer 
of smoke lying a few feet below 
his ceiling. He could not es¬ 
cape from the building because 
the landing and stairs, the only 
escape route from the building, 
were filled with smoke and 
flames. He had to smash open 
the lock to his window and 
jump out from the first floor. A 
fire officer standing below 
caught his fall, preventing seri¬ 
ous injury, and he was treated in 


hospital afterwards for shock 
and smoke inhalation. 

Two other occupants, one of 
whom was a five-year-old girl, 
were at home at the time but 
were able to get out before the 
fire took hold. As a result five 
residents lost their homes and 
found that much of their cloth¬ 
ing and other belongings were 
ruined by smoke. 

Officers from the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and 
Chelsea’s Environmental 
Health Department and the 
London Fire Brigade inspected 
the property soon after the fire 
and found that it had been ren¬ 
dered uninhabitable. 

The following failures were 
noted: 

■ there were no smoke alarms 

■ the escape route from the 
building (in this case the stairs, 
landing and hallways) was not 
protected so that that any fire 
arising from the occupied 
rooms would held back for at 
least 30 minutes 

■ no fire resistant doors, fitted 
with self-closing devices, were 
installed in the bedrooms. 

Charges were brought 
against Mr Zhang and his com¬ 
pany for breaches of regula¬ 
tions governing the 
management of houses in mul¬ 
tiple occupation under the 


Housing Act 2004. Mr Zhang’s 
company, Chelsea Residential, 
was fined a total of £40,000 
(£5,000 for eight separate of¬ 
fences). Chelsea Residential 
was ordered to pay costs of 
£2,000 and a £120 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Mr Zhang was fined £4,000 
(£500 for eight separate of¬ 
fences) and ordered to pay costs 
of £1,965 and a £120 victim 
surcharge. In total both defen¬ 
dants were ordered to pay 
£48,205 within 28 days. 

Councillor Rock Feilding- 
Mellen, the Royal Borough’s 
Cabinet Member for Housing, 
said: “It is only by a stroke of 
luck that there wasn’t at least 
one death or serious injury on 
that fateful night in January this 
year. In this instance the land¬ 
lord neglected to ensure that the 
property met the necessary 
safety standards. I’m also 
shocked that in the height of 
winter he only permitted the 
central heating to be on for a 
mere two hours a day and it’s 
no wonder that tenants had to 
resort to using their own 
heaters. I hope that this prose¬ 
cution acts as a deterrent to 
other landlords that safety is 
paramount and that they must 
ensure that their properties 
meet the necessary standards.”

LONDON GPs are looking for 
young people who would like 
to gain experience and qualifi¬ 
cations by taking up an appren¬ 
ticeship in a GP surgery. 

For those aged 18 or over 
and educated to either GCSE or 
A-Level this is an opportunity 
to learn on the job, building up 
knowledge and skills. The 
hands-on approach is combined 
with training days where ap¬ 
prentices will get the opportu¬ 
nity to meet with other 
apprentices and work face to 
face with a trainer. They will 
also be earning a salary. 

Londonwide Local Medical 
Committees (LMCs) works 
with three partners, The Princes 
Trust, Health Education North 
West London and Communities 
Into Training and Employment, 
to run a programme designed to 
give young, local people a 
route into administration within 
general practice. 

A pilot programme is cur¬ 
rently running in North West 
London, where eight appren¬ 
tices have been placed in prac¬ 
tices and working towards 
either Level 2 or 3 of the Busi¬ 
ness and Administration 
GNVQ. 

“Londonwide LMCs is the 
independent voice of GPs in the 
capital and we support and rep¬ 
resent over 7,000 GPs and over 
1,300 practices in London. Our 


aim is to secure the future of 
general practice in London 
through and part of that work is 
ensuring we have the best 
workforce in place to meet the 
Capital’s health challenges,” 
said a spokesman. 

Kate Creegan, programme 
manager for Get Into at the 
Prince’s Trust, the UK’s lead¬ 
ing youth charity said: “I am 
very pleased that we have been 
able to support disadvantaged 
young people into apprentice¬ 
ships within general practice in 
this scheme. 

“The practice managers in¬ 
volved really understood the 
challenges disadvantaged 
young people face when getting 
into work providing engaging 
and supportive work experi¬ 
ence opportunities as part of the 
programme”. 

One of the apprentices, Joel 
Carmody, who is currently

placed in a GP surgery in Har¬ 
row, explained why he was en¬ 
joying his apprenticeship. 

He said: “It’s being part of 
the NHS; I feel like a true team 
member, I don’t feel like I get 
treated any differently.” 

Joel is already looking to the 
future; with a keen interest in 
IT he is hoping to stay within 
the public health sector. 

“I would like to see further 
innovation and ways of inte¬ 
grating it within patients’ 
healthcare, and so give them 
more independence with their 
own health.” 

Practice manager Fiona 
McLachlan explained why she 
wanted to be involved in the 
scheme. 

She said: “I believe in invest¬ 
ing in young people who want 
to train with us. I think the 
scope for development within a 
general practice setting affords 
an opportunity for a young per¬ 
son, and I was prepared to in¬ 
vest the time into making that 
happen.” 

“We are also keen for any 
GP surgeries that are interested 
in taking on an apprentice to 
get in contact with us,” said the 
spokesman.

Age proves no barrier to getting fit and healthy

I T is with great pleasure 
that this week we can 
celebrate a £105,000 
grant award from Sport 
England for the Go Gener¬ 
ation sports project, aimed 
at encouraging families and 
people aged over 50 living 
in North Kensington to take 
part in sport and healthy ex¬ 
ercise. 

Go Generation is led by the 
Community Sport and Physical 
Activity Network, which leads 
activity and wellbeing opportu¬ 
nities in Kensington and 
Chelsea, with seven partners in¬ 
cluding Westway Trust. 

Go Generation plans to tempt 
1,800 local people to take part 
in sport and healthy exercise at 
least once a week. A whole 
range of sports and exercise op¬ 


portunities will be made avail¬ 
able to people, such as table ten¬ 
nis, canoeing, tennis, bowls, 
swimming and cycling. Ses¬ 
sions will take place in informal 
sessions at community and 
leisure centres, as well as our 
own Westway Sports Centre, 
and will be inclusive and acces¬ 
sible to everyone. 

Research showed us that 
fewer than one in three people 
in the north of the borough took 
part in exercise for at least half 
an hour each week. This is a 
staggering statistic, but perhaps 
not surprising given the national 
picture of inactivity and what 
we know about high levels of 
obesity in the area. 

People stated barriers as lack 
of time, no-one to go with, cost, 
poor health and lack of child¬ 
care. The funding means that ac¬ 
tivities can be subsidised and 
will start at as little as £2 a ses¬ 
sion. They will be at convenient 
times and will include social ac¬ 
tivities where you can meet peo¬ 
ple and make new friends. 

Research also found that the 
over 50s would like to take part 
in sports they used to play when 


they were younger and that fam¬ 
ilies preferred team and multi¬ 
sports, with the opportunity for 
parents and children to join in 
together. 

Being involved in Go Gener¬ 
ation enables Westway Trust to 
work in collaboration with other 


expert health and community- 
based organisations to make a 
difference to people’s lives. The 
six other partners are RBKC 
Leisure Services, Open Age, 
EPIC CIC Age UK, The Venture 
Centre, Dalgarno Trust and the 
Canalside Activity Centre. 


By sharing our resources and 
expertise, we will be able to 
offer bespoke and tailored op¬ 
portunities to all those wishing 
to take part. This aspect of our 
bid was commended by Sport 
England’s Director of Commu¬ 
nity Sport, Mike Diaper, who 
said: “It’s great to be working 
with innovative projects like Go 
Generation, which offer more 
people the chance to get active 
in a way that suits them best.” 

Securing funding for the proj¬ 
ect is particularly remarkable 
given only 40 projects across 
the whole country were success¬ 
ful. 

The principle of the fund is to 
empower local communities to 
reach out to people who for one 
reason or another don’t exercise, 
which speaks to the heart of our 
vision. Promoting healthy, ac¬ 
tive lifestyles is a major priority 
as we continue to raise our game 
in improving the health and 
wellbeing of local people. 

Our sports and fitness facili¬ 
ties play an important role in 
helping to remedy pockets of 
particularly high levels of obe¬ 
sity and physical inactivity. In 


the next decade, we want to en¬ 
hance our facilities and commu¬ 
nity health projects to 
effectively battle against a range 
of health inequalities and exclu¬ 
sion from sports participation. 

Go Generation will launch in 
January 2016 and run for three 
years. Some of those who take 
part will be trained as sports 
leaders by the Trust to help and 
encourage others in their net¬ 
work to join in. It is open to peo¬ 
ple aged over 50 and families 
living in the Golborne, Notting 
Dale, St Helens, Colville and 
Dalgarno wards. 

Westway Trust will be em¬ 
ploying a ‘sports activator’ to 
run the project on behalf of the 
partnership. 

Taking part in sport and exer¬ 
cising for just half an hour a 
week may not seem very much 
but experts say people find it 
achievable and a perfect way to 
get back into healthy habits.

Curtain up on 
Waldorf’s new

The Waldorf Hilton ***** 

THE Waldorf Hilton, one of 
London’s most famous hotels in 
the heart of the West End, has 
just been given a £13.5 million 
hotel-wide renovation and I 
was invited along to see the 
newly refurbished grandeur for 
myself, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

As I’m the London Weekly News 
theatre critic, for me, the Grade II 
listed building is set in the perfect 
place, right in the heart of theatre 
land between the Aldwych and Nov- 
ello theatres. 

You are reminded of the theatre 
connections when immediately you 
enter the lobby, where you are first 
greeted by Willy Wonka’s magnifi¬ 
cent great glass elevator perfectly set 
against the backdrop of the glam¬ 
orous 1920s-style decor. The place 
was bustling, with afternoon tea 
being served, and I sat for a while 
and drank in the atmosphere of the 
bar, while I waited for my room to be 
ready. 

My guest room was on the second 
floor and after some great service 
from the concierges I made my way 
up to what was an extremely com¬ 
fortable room. Fox Linton Associates 
drew inspiration for the decor from 
the glamour of the 1920s and the 
room was both sleek and serene. 

I took afternoon tea in the execu¬ 
tive lounge, which is elegantly fur¬ 
nished and offers an oasis for either 
work or relaxation in its stylish sur¬ 
roundings. After a couple of hours of 
work I then took to the Homage din¬ 
ing room for an early dinner before 
the evening’s fashion event. It was 
London Fashion Week and I had 
been invited to attend Kithe Brew¬ 
ster’s Pop-up runway presentation so 
I had an early supper in the restau¬ 


rant, which offers all-day dining in a 
warm and relaxed atmosphere. Often 
you can be serenaded by a harp 
player and the menu offers European 
cuisine presented in a contemporary 
manner. 

I enjoyed a wonderful three- 
course meal consisting of Parma 
ham, fig and feta cheese salad to 
start, slow cooked free range 
chicken, crushed potatoes, buttered 
kale and thyme jus for my main and 
a pistachio creme brulee with sugar 
run out and biscotti for desert. Serv¬ 
ice was excellent, food exquisite and 
with a glass of wine I felt as though 
I’d been thoroughly spoiled. 

I then spent the evening in the 
magnificent Adelphi Suite function 
space, which has been given a new 
‘champagne elegance’ colour palette 
and boasts stunning bespoke chande¬ 
liers with 1920s flute glass shades. 
With decadent marble floors and bal¬ 
conies, the reception and fashion 
event perfectly illustrated the The 
Waldorf Hilton’s ability to host 
something that is at the height of 
contemporary culture within the 
most wonderfully traditional back¬ 
drop. 

Alison Palin, the hotel’s general 
manager, said: “Every element of 
this landmark refurbishment has 
been taken into careful considera¬ 
tion. The attention to detail to ensure 
that the feel and grandeur of the 
1920s remains instilled in the iconic 
hotel has been top priority - it first 
opened its doors in 1908 and, al¬ 
though times have changed, the style 
and elegance of days gone by has re¬ 
mained for guests to enjoy. The Wal¬ 
dorf Hilton has been a stalwart 
fixture of the West End, providing 
guests with superb service and ele¬ 
gance for 107 years.

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£20million treasure chest to 
give young Londoners hope

Mr Johnson said: “London is 
one of the most successful 
cities in the world and as we 
emerge from the economic 
downturn I want to ensure all 
young Londoners are able to 
share in our city’s future suc¬ 
cess and prosperity. 

“Thanks to the generosity of 
businesses and Londoners 
themselves thousands of 
youngsters across the capital 
have benefited over the last 
eight years. From giving disad¬ 
vantaged young Londoners the 
skills and opportunities to get a 
decent job and nurturing the 
talent of gifted young musician 
to creating educational and cul¬ 
tural programmes for young 


people as a legacy of Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park, I am 
immensely proud and grateful 
for the public spiritedness that 
is to be found in our city.

718 jobs, training and volun¬ 
teering opportunities and 140 
arts awards undertaken by 14- 
25 year olds.

Labour party 
roles clarified 

WE are writing in response to 
the letter from Cllr Robert 
Atkinson, Leader of the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea Labour Group, to 
clarify the continued 
confusion about the differing 
roles and responsibilities of 
the RBKC Labour Group of 
councillors, and of Kensington 
Labour Party. 

Kensington Labour Party 
comprises nearly 1,200 Labour 
Party members who live in 
Kensington constituency. We 
meet regularly to discuss 
issues of concern, locally and 
nationally, and feed into the 
decision-making process of 
the national Labour Party. We 
decide campaign priorities 
and agree motions to be sent 
annually to the party 
conference. Local members 
are also responsible for 
selecting (and deselecting) 
councillors, and have 
oversight of their 
performance. 

RBKC Labour Group of 
councillors comprises the 12 
elected ward councillors who 
sit on committees, deal with 
casework, and lead campaigns 
across the borough and in 
their wards. Sometimes 
councillors also sit on 
Kensington Labour Party 
Executive. Councillors and 
local members all play a part 
in agreeing priorities for local 
campaigns, and are allowed a 
degree of independence from 
the national Labour Party 
manifesto. 

The two motions agreed by 
Kensington Labour Party 
members, relating to Trident 
and to taxpayer funding of the 
monarchy, were proposed by 
local members and both were 
agreed almost unanimously. 
The Trident motion was the 
motion chosen to be sent to 
conference, where it narrowly 
failed to be debated. 

To summarise, local 
members have the right to 
propose motions on local or 
national matters to feed into 
national policy. They also have 
the right to formulate their 
own local campaign priorities, 
which are a separate matter 
entirely.

MAYOR of London Boris 
Johnson confirmed on Fri¬ 
day this week that he has 
found a home for one of 
London’s much-needed 
new free schools, creating 
an additional 400 primary 
school places. 

With central government re¬ 
quired to provide 30,000 new 
places by 2016 as a result of 
London’s growing population, 
the Mayor is continuing to de¬ 
liver on his promise to help al¬ 
leviate this pressure, and has 
now created 10,000 new places 
since 2012. 

The Hackney New Primary 
School will move onto the site 
of the former Kingsland Road 
fire station once its purpose- 
built new home is ready in Sep¬ 
tember 2017. While the brand 
new building is being con¬ 
structed, the school has been 
set up in special temporary 
premises inside its parent 
school, Hackney New School, 
which is just across the road. 

Hackney New School is a 
comprehensive secondary 
school and has already won the 
OFSTED Good rating after just 
two years of being established. 
Hackney New Primary will 
share its parent school’s dedi¬ 
cation to giving its pupils a top 
class education with initiatives 
including a commitment to giv¬ 
ing every child the opportunity 
to learn a musical instrument 
and having a longer school day 
for children to complete their 
homework, a scheme that is 
usually only offered in private 
schools. 

Mr Johnson, said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted that this excellent site 
has been secured for Hackney 


New Primary, just across the 
road from its parent school. 
The new free school will give 
400 more pupils the opportu¬ 
nity to have a top-class educa¬ 
tion as well as providing 
much-needed school places in 
the local area. All young Lon¬ 
doners, wherever they live in 
our city, should have access to 
the highest quality education, 
regardless of background and I 
am committed to securing more 
sites for new schools in the cap¬ 
ital.” 

Chair of Governors at Hack¬ 
ney New Primary School, An¬ 
dreas Wesemann, said: “The 
Kingsland Road fire station is 
the ideal site for Hackney New 
Primary School given its close 
proximity to the secondary 
school and the local area it will 
serve in the future. We are ex¬ 
cited to be able to work with 
our partners to design this site 
to accommodate the unique 
curricular requirements of the 
school, helping us to develop it 
as an outstanding place of 
learning for young children 


from all backgrounds.” 

This is the 14th site the 
Mayor has made available for 
free schools, and is part of his 
2012 manifesto promise to use 
public assets to secure sites for 
ten free schools. 

Free schools are playing a 
central role in the provision of 
much-needed school places 
across the capital as well as 
helping to raise London’s edu¬ 
cation standards. London al¬ 
ready has the highest number 
of free schools in the country - 
107 out of a national total of 
304. The Mayor has also se¬ 
cured sites for a new academy 
and a University Technical Col¬ 
lege. 

As London’s population 
grows, there is increasing pres¬ 
sure on school places - places 
for 30,000 more are needed by 
2016. The Mayor is continuing 
his work with the Department 
for Education, the London 
Legacy Development Corpora¬ 
tion and the capital’s boroughs 
to ensure London can meet this 
challenge.

Chinese challenge

WILL Prince Charles be there? 
Will the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge be wearing red for luck 
and, if he goes, will Prince 
Harry have to shave off his 
beard first? 

Buckingham Palace is fielding a 
barrage of questions as staff prepare 
for possibly the most important visit 
in 10 years next week, when the 
President of China Xi Jinping and his 
wife Madame Peng Liyuan come to 
stay for a few days. 

Although the Palace says officially 
that the President “has accepted an 
invitation from Her Majesty The 
Queen to pay a State Visit to the 
United Kingdom from 20th to 23rd 
October” the invite has of course 
been arranged by Downing Street 
and it is one of those occasions when 


the Royal Family has been officially 
“requested” to be on parade. 

Just as Prince William’s visit to 
China last year was “on behalf of Her 
Majesty’s Government”, so too this 
very big bash is in essence a White¬ 
hall production, orchestrated to be all 
pomp and tiaras because there is a lot 
of money at stake. 

The last state visit by a leader of 
China to the UK was a decade ago. 
But in the space of 10 years, China 
has changed dramatically. Its econ¬ 
omy now is over three times what it 
was when Hu Jintao visited in 2005. 
While the UK and most other devel¬ 
oped countries suffered during the 
great financial crisis from 2008, 
China forged ahead. 

And while Chinese growth today 
has slowed and is not in the double 
digits as it was during the golden 
years of the mid-2000s, it is still a 
solid seven per cent.

“Perhaps the most pressing geopoliti¬ 
cal issue for China when President Xi 
visits will be understanding Britain’s 
place in the EU and what an exit might 
mean for relations with China,” said 
Kerry Brown, associate fellow at the 
Chatham House Asia Programme, when 
analysing for the BBC the importance of 
this visit. 

“Like it or not, China supports the 
unity the EU offers, at least financially 
and economically, and while it would 
never publicly state anything on this, it 
would almost certainly regard a UK exit 
negatively.” 

The UK is currently the “main invest¬ 
ment destination” for Chinese compa¬ 
nies, says Brown, receiving £3.3 billion 
last year. But the Chancellor has his eyes 
on a bigger pot, a potential Chinese in¬ 
vestment of £18 billion which was dis¬ 
cussed with Chinese Premier Li Keqiang 
last year, and it is for that reason that the 
Palace has been “requested” to hang out 
the flags. 

Whilst everyone in Whitehall may be 
flustered about it, for The Queen a State 
Visit is as easy as falling off a log; Her 
Majesty has hosted more than 100 such 
occasions since she first welcomed King 
Gustaf of Sweden to the Palace back in 
1954. In that time she has had the carpets 
Hoovered for almost every leading head 
of state, who have included some contro¬ 
versial characters such as Emperor Hiro- 
hito, President Mugabe, President Putin 
and, infamously, the Romanian tyrant 
Nicolae Ceausescu, who was later shot 
by firing squad following his country’s 
revolution in 1989. 

Each State Visit is subtly adapted to 
accommodate whatever foibles or cus¬ 
toms the staying guest may have and in 
the case of the Chinese there is much to 
take into account. 

For instance, it has been reported that 


the Duchess of Cambridge has been “re¬ 
quested” to attend the State Banquet, 
providing a special bonus at the do, 
which will be held in President Xi Jin¬ 
ping’s honour. But will the first family’s 
star turn be requested to make an en¬ 
trance as the lady in red? 

Colour is a matter of great importance 
in Chinese custom; red is considered to 
be an auspicious sign of good luck, as is 
gold, but wearing a white or black frock 
may not go down so well. 

Although black and white wear is the 
preferred wardrobe of Western fashion- 
istas, in Chinese culture both are associ¬ 
ated with mourning or loss and are 
therefore considered to be unlucky. 

“White is the colour of death and is 
thus avoided,” reports the helpful web¬ 
site Beijing Made Easy, whilst another 
Chinese blog on customs and supersti¬ 
tions reports that “black is never worn in 
celebrations or ceremonies; as black re¬ 
sembles dirt, it symbolizes evil, disaster, 
and sadness.” 

Cripes. I hope somebody has told 
David Cameron this. As a principal guest 
at the banquet, we don’t want him blow¬ 
ing an eighteen billion deal by making a 
speech as the symbol of disaster and he 
may want to swap his usual black tie 


evening wear for something in scarlet. 

More importantly, if Prince Harry is 
going to attend he may well have to be 
whisked off to the barber first. For de¬ 
spite being the bearer of good fortune 
with his red hair, beards are a no-no in 
Chinese customs; being unshaven is con¬ 
sidered to bring bad luck as “it is associ¬ 
ated with the working class and lowers 
status”, and we can’t have any of that 
proletarian lark, especially not around 
the head of a People’s Republic. 

Like all visiting heads of state, Presi¬ 
dent Xi will be given the use of the Bel¬ 
gian Suite at the rear of the Palace, which 
is handy as it is painted yellow and in 
Chinese culture yellow is the colour of 
heaven, good luck all round. Also fortu¬ 
nately, it is situated on the ground floor 
and not the fourth floor - four is consid¬ 
ered very unlucky by the Chinese as then- 
word for four sounds similar to their 
word for death. No playing-through with 
the President at golf then. More good 
luck is promised at the State Banquet as 
the cutlery traditionally chosen for the 
occasion is solid gold. It will be laid out 
around the 160ft horseshoe-shaped table 
that takes six men three hours to assem¬ 
ble from its seven leaves and which will 
seat 170 guests for the dinner which al¬ 


ways begins at 8.30 pm. 

But the big burning question is will 
Prince Charles get a chair? 

Now that’s a tricky one and Whitehall 
will have been worrying about this for 
weeks. By rights, of course, the future 
king ought to be in attendance but 
Charles is best mates with the Dalai 
Lama, the exiled leader of Tibet with 
whom President Xi is not pals in the 
slightest. 

Charles, wonderfully famous for his 
reported quip of 1997 when he was said 
to have described the Chinese hierarchy 
at the Hong Kong handover as “appalling 
old waxworks”, skipped the last two 
State visits by Chinese premiers - miss¬ 
ing the last one in 2005 because appar¬ 
ently his plane was late. 

The scheduling of the royal flight back 
then may have been an arranged coinci¬ 
dence, organised in order to avoid any 
risk of Charles raising “the T-word”. 

But now, with George Osborne’s 
eighteen bill riding on it, can the Govern¬ 
ment trust that the excellently-opinion- 
ated Prince of Wales won’t mention the 
weather in Lhasa while passing the salt, 
let alone enquire after how things are 
going with the Falun Gong, the Taoist 
spiritual movement outlawed in China 
and whose London members are bound 
to be protesting outside the palace during 
the State visit? 

The Dalai Lama recently spent nine 
days in the UK but he was not able to 
meet with his old friend Prince Charles, 
who was busy. According to reports run¬ 
ning on Chinese news sites, “it was said 
that the Prince was trying to please China 
so he had to avoid Tibet’s exiled spiritual 
leader”. 

Pleasing China was not previously 
known to be in the Prince’s DNA, and 
this smacks of a Downing Street de¬ 
mand, so possibly Charles has been told 
to attend the banquet and behave himself 


and promise not to utter the T-word. 

And no mention either of wildlife, 
rhino horn or ivory imports. And no say¬ 
ing “I’m terribly sorry Mr President, 
could you say that again? I can’t hear 
you above the noise of the protestors 
across the road”. 

Protestors have proved an embarrass¬ 
ment during previous visits by Chinese 
leaders to the Palace. In 1999, the Met 
was accused of “heavy-handed” treat¬ 
ment when Free Tibet and Falun Gong 
activists were arrested and bundled away 
from waving their banned-in-China flags 
at President Jiang Zemin as he travelled 
in procession up The Mall with The 
Queen. 

There were further protests in 2005 
during President Jiang’s visit, although 
cat-calling at those was countered by 
pro-China campaigners who sponta¬ 
neously appeared in The Mall. 

More angry demonstrations are ex¬ 
pected next week, especially on Tuesday 
[October 20th] during the royal proces¬ 
sion. The Tibet Society and Free Tibet 
are currently rallying their troops for a 
demo. 

The Tibet Society is saying on its web¬ 
site, “All Tibet supporters are encour¬ 
aged to attend Xi Jinping’s official 
welcome and procession along The Mall 
and express solidarity for Tibet”. 

As Free Tibet’s supporters include Sir 
Paul McCartney, Sting, Annie Lennox, 
David Bowie, Robbie Williams, Peter 
Gabriel, Kate Bush, REM, Bono, Beck, 
Radiohead and Patti Smith, this could get 
interesting, if not musical. 

However, more likely than a protest 
gig might be an appearance in The Mall 
by Joanna Lumley, the passionately-ded¬ 
icated supporter of Free Tibet. Whether 
President Xi would find that absolutely 
fabulous remains to be seen.

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Is a gong 
on menu 
at River 
Cottage?

FOR the second time in a 
year Hugh Feamley-Whit- 
tingstalFs River Cottage is 
to receive the accolade of 
an official visit from a 
high-profile royal - raising 
speculation that a gong 
may be in store for the TV 
chef in the New Year’s Ho¬ 
nours List. 

‘HFW’, as syllable-savers 
call him, is to welcome another 
HRH when The Princess Royal 
goes to River Cottage in Devon 
later this month, following a 
visit by Prince Charles and the 
Duchess of Cornwall to the 
eco-garden loved by millions of 
TV viewers. 

The Princess Royal is to 
meet staff and students at 
HFW’s innovative cookery and 
chefs schools in her capacity as 
President of the City and 
Guilds Institute. 

River Cottage schools have 
won much acclaim for their 
training programmes and this 
year its chef tutor Gary Rich¬ 
mond won the institute’s high¬ 
est award, the Prince Philip 
Medal, in honour of his com¬ 
mitment to helping the next 
generation of talent through ap¬ 
prenticeships and City and 
Guilds courses. 

River Cottage recently 
launched a three-year trainee- 
ship and apprenticeship pro¬ 
gramme, through which HFW 
aims to train 250 people. 

Members of the Royal Fam¬ 
ily have no official input in de¬ 
ciding who should be 
nominated for awards in The 
Queen’s Birthday and New 
Year honours, but HFW’s en¬ 


thusiastic embrace of training 
programmes is likely to find 
favour with those who do, no¬ 
tably Whitehall mandarins who 
will welcome such a high-pro¬ 
file, and therefore publicity- 
valuable, supporter of the 
Government’s promotion of ap¬ 
prenticeships. 

It would not be to great as¬ 
tonishment therefore if the PR- 
obsessed Government was to 
shortly drop the Eton-educated 
HFW a note enquiring whether 
he might be agreeable to re¬ 
ceiving a gong for “services to 
apprenticeships”. 

Unless HFW is of the school 
of Nigella Lawson, who appar¬ 
ently turned down an honour, 
an award would be seen widely 
as fitting - not least as the 
River Cottager stands out as 
somewhat overlooked among 
his celebrity chef peers. Jamie 
Oliver has received the MBE, 
Mary Berry and Delia Smith 
both had a CBE and OBEs 
have previously gone to Gary 
Rhodes and Heston Blumen- 
thal. 

Despite his good work for 
apprenticeships, HFW is more 
likely to be gonged for his pio¬ 
neering campaigns for ecologi¬ 
cal and organic farming and 
small-holdings and his support 
for British fishermen - move¬ 
ments in which he has a strong 
ally in Prince Charles. 

With almost 20 years of 
making environment-conscious 
TV series and 23 best-selling 
organic cookery books to his 
name, HFW has probably done 
more than any television 
celebrity to introduce a mass 
audience to the green concerns 
which the Prince of Wales 
holds dear and wishes to pro¬ 
mote.

Because of their shared be¬ 
liefs and eco campaigns, it was 
little surprise when Charles and 
Camilla visited River Cottage 
in July last year to get first¬ 
hand tips on foraging and a tour 
of HFW’s vegetable patch. 

By all accounts, including 
the revealing press photographs 
of the occasion, the meeting of 
minds was relaxed and hilari¬ 
ous - with both Prince Charles 
and Camilla pictured in gales of 
laughter at the TV chef’s quips. 

However, for River Cottage 
to be granted a second official 
visit from a senior royal within 
15 months is rather notable and 
is leading to conjecture that 
HFW may be heading for a 
knighthood in the New Year, el¬ 
evating him to rank alongside 
Sir Gordon Ramsay, the chef 
and profanity specialist, who 
was knighted in 2006. 


Sophie’s appeal 
to help deliver 
the gift of sight 

THE Countess of Wessex has spo¬ 
ken movingly of the plight of blind 
and visually-impaired people 
across the world. 

Speaking as patron of the Inter¬ 
national Agency for the Prevention 
of Blindness to mark World Sight 
Day earlier this month, the Count¬ 
ess said that 39 million people have 
sight problems but that 80 per cent 
of blindness is preventable. 

Sophie, who is also global am¬ 
bassador for Vision 2020, a world¬ 
wide initiative aiming to eliminate 
avoidable blindness over the next 
five years, gave the poignant 
speech in Doha, as part of a four- 
day trip to Qatar with the sight-sav¬ 
ing charity Orbis UK. 

Addressing the Seeing Is Believ¬ 
ing gala dinner, Sophie said: “I 
have seen sight being restored and 
I can promise you there are few 
things more rewarding in this world 
than seeing someone step from the 
dark into the light. There is no smile 
quite like the one that is returned 
from eyes that once more can see. 

“Our aim to eradicate avoidable 
blindness is more than just a pipe 
dream. It is a tangible goal. In 2014, 
Orbis alone provided treatment to 
6.1 million people thereby giving 
them the chance of education or 
employment. This all helps enor¬ 
mously when we talk about lifting 
countries out of poverty, because if 
you can see you can work, if you 
can see you can learn.”

A nation of animal lovers? The jury's out ... 


Ruff justice: Paul 
explains why 
we need to give 
the dog a home

T HIS we now know 
to be a fact - that 
there are tens of 
thousands of people who 
are managing to live in 
the UK without having a 
heart. 

They, the cruel and the cal¬ 
lous, are responsible for the 
47,500 dogs that the Dogs Trust 
recently calculated are thrown 
out onto the streets each year to 
starve and fend for themselves, 
scared, cold and confused. 

Before we get into the grim 
details of that, let us consider 
this: in all of the thousands of 
years that man has kept dogs as 
pets and companions one truth 
remains repeatedly proven, that 
a dog’s love and loyalty is never 
shaken. It is a constant, a given, 
there is no greater love than a 
dog’s for its owner. 

Imagine then the misery, the 
hideous pain of rejection, that 
47,500 dogs feel every year 
when they are dumped and 
made homeless for having done 
nothing wrong except to have 
had the misfortune to be owned 
by the sort of people whose ex¬ 
istence represents to me a con¬ 
vincing case for eugenics. 

We are not entirely a nation 
of animal lovers, we are a nation 
with bad people among us. Last 
year the RSPCA dealt with 
12,000 complaints of cruelty to 
animals, an alarming rise in re¬ 
ported incidents and, as the 
RSPCA says, “isn’t it shocking 
that in 2014 so many people are 
still being deliberately cruel?” 

But in this stinking mire of 
insensitivity some good souls 
remain and the best of them are 
being celebrated in the return of 
Paul O’Grady’s For The Love 
Of Dogs, ITV’s inspirational se¬ 
ries which rightly salutes the 
greatest animal care sanctuary 
in the world, the pride of West 
London which is Battersea 
Dogs and Cats Home. 

Battersea knows too much 
about cruelty to dogs, it sees it 
every day; the puppies that are 
left on The Tube in sealed plas¬ 
tic bags, the old dog thrown out 
with its jaws taped up so that it 
could not eat, the terrified puppy 
abandoned and left whimpering 
beneath a traffic cone, the list of 
indictments against our empty 
boast to be animal lovers is 
heart-breaking and endless. 


Paul O’Grady, Battersea’s 
much-admired ambassador, ad¬ 
mits that he gets furious when 
he sees the cruelties and the staff 
and volunteers have to deal with 
daily. 

“We had a dog in who’d had 
his vocal chords cut so that he 
didn’t bark. I can’t handle that, 
I get mad. You think, ‘How 
could you do this to an ani¬ 
mal?”’ 

For this new, fourth series of 
For The Love Of Dogs the film¬ 
makers have thrown away the 
soft soap. This is a grittier, more 
upsetting but more real insight 
into the bleak world of the good 
people who have to cope with 
much, like pets made strays by 
shameful Londoners who throw 
them out because they are going 
on holiday and they simply can¬ 
not be bothered to pay for ken¬ 
nels or get a neighbour to feed 
them. 

Many viewers will weep over 
the cruelties exposed during the 
programme’s eight-week run, 
but that is good for us to see be¬ 
cause seeing it might prick con¬ 
sciences and cause the 
Government to introduce the 
new, stricter dogs rules for 
which Battersea is lobbying. 

“There’s a few tears this se¬ 
ries but people do need to see 
that, it’s not Disneyland,” says 
Paul. “You have to take the 
rough with the smooth other¬ 
wise it’s not fair to the viewer if 
you don’t tell the truth. We’re 
showing what the staff go 
through on a daily basis. 

“I did find it a hard series to 
do, I was going in every day and 
there was another dog who was 
seriously ill or had been abused 
or was just terrified of being in 
kennels and it’s sad, it really is. 

“There are some hard stories 
and sometimes there is just 
nothing that can be done and 
dogs do have to be put down, 
but it really is a last resort; 
everything else is tried first.” 

Like anyone who has a heart, 
Paul gets upset filming the se¬ 
ries, most often going home 
emotional and fretting because 
of what he has seen. 

“I’m terrible, every day,” he 
admits. “People say to me, 
‘what a lovely job, you go in 
and play with puppies’, but I do 
not. I go in and see some terrible 
things, we all do. It gets to us 
all, the crew as well. It’s very 
sobering when you are with 
these poor animals and you see 
what they’ve been through. But 


at the same time it is hugely 
heart-warming to see what an 
incredible job the staff do down 
there. 

“But this series has been a 
difficult one for me because 
we’ve seen some dogs coming 
in dreadful states. I don’t go 
home at 5pm and forget about 
them, I go home and worry. And 
then I start the plotting, ‘Have I 
got room?’ But I’ve already got 
five dogs, four of them rescue 
dogs and two of those from Bat¬ 
tersea, and I can’t have any 
more. And min e are all ill; two 
of them have got epilepsy, 
Olga’s got cancer, Louis has got 
arthritis and an ulcer on his eye. 
And then there’s Eddie, who 
thinks he’s Napoleon.

“So what I do is I try to get 
friends to take them instead. 
People avoid me now, they say, 
‘Ten minutes with him and 
you’ll have a dog!’ But one 
friend took a beautiful little 
white Maltese who had been 
found roaming the streets and 
another took one of the 
Labrador puppies.” 

I N its 150 years, Bat¬ 
tersea has taken in 
more than three mil¬ 
lion dogs and cats. 

Last year it cared for 5,034 
dogs and reunited 700 hugely- 
grateful owners with their pets. 
At any one time, the centre of 
which The Queen is patron will 
be lovingly caring for 300 dogs 
looking for a new home. 

Not all of the dogs who come 
to Battersea are the sad victims 
of cruelty. For many, Battersea 
is their owners’ last resort, mak¬ 
ing giving up their pet even 
more heart-rending. 

“You see the worst of people 
and the best of people at Bat¬ 
tersea,” says Paul. “Often it’s 
the case that the owner dies and 
an old dog’s brought in, usually 
full of ailments due to its age. 


Then you get people whose 
homes have been repossessed, 
they’ve been put into rented ac¬ 
commodation and the landlords 
won’t let them have a dog. 

“Then there are people who 
are having to work long hours 
now and they can’t look after 
the dog. So it’s not just a case of 
wilful neglect, they’ve had then- 
hand forced, so they’ve had to 
bring their dog in and that’s re¬ 
ally sad because they are bro¬ 
ken. It is heart-breaking.” 

But also there are the worn- 
out mothers of too many litters 
and the unwanted puppies 
dumped by the loathsome back- 
street breeders who now infest 
most areas of London and 
against whom Battersea has 
long been campaigning. 

Ever since the Conservative 
Government unwisely abolished 
dog licensing in 1987, MPs and 
animal care authorities have 
lobbied for their return in order 
to regulate what is essentially 
now a rule-less free for all. 
Some headway towards the bet¬ 
ter treatment of animals will be 
made next April when compul¬ 
sory micro-chipping of all dogs 
is made law, but Battersea com- 
mendably wants the Govern¬ 


ment to go further than that. 

Each year in Britain around 
560,000 puppies are born - but 
approximately 490,000 of them 
are bred by unlicensed, back- 
street breeders and Battersea is 
now lobbying for all households 
intending to breed at least two 
litters per year to be licensed. 

The current slack rules on 
breeding are shocking - offi¬ 
cially, you only need a licence if 
you intend to breed five litters in 
12 months. 

Given that the gestation pe¬ 
riod for a dog is an average of 63 
days, it is a matter of outrage for 
many that thousands of dogs are 
forcibly kept pregnant for at 
least 315 days out of 365, their 
puppies taken from them again 
and again and again, up until 
such point as they are physically 
worn out - and when, typically, 
they are dumped for better peo¬ 
ple like Battersea’s staff and vol¬ 
unteers to care for. 

Battersea recently compiled a 
report on the dreadful state of 
dog licensing in the UK, which 
hopefully will shame both the 
Government and local authori¬ 
ties into pulling out their indo¬ 
lent fingers and commit to 
instituting stricter rules - and 
much stiffer penalties - on how 
we are allowed to treat dogs in 
Britain. 

We all know that puppies are 
bred all over London, but do you 
know how many licensed breed¬ 
ers there are in the capital? Ac¬ 
cording to Battersea’s research, 
only 12. 

There are none in Kensington 
and Chelsea, none in Westmin¬ 
ster and, even more shockingly, 
none in the area of Battersea 
Dogs Home’s own local author¬ 
ity, Wandsworth. And yet back- 
street breeders are allowed to 
force multiple litters and sell 
puppies all over the boroughs. 

For three centuries now, since 
Battersea Dogs and Cats Home 
began, the better people of Lon¬ 
don have campaigned for our 
authorities to institute greater 
protection for the dogs of the 
capital who are mistreated, 
abused and exploited by this 
city’s scum. 

When will come the time 
when those in power finally act 
to defend the defenceless? 

It is a burning question that 
For The Love Of Dogs now begs 
and those of us who want a bet¬ 
ter life for our best friends 
should support the campaign at 
www.endbackstreetbreeding .org .uk 

But there can be a happy end¬ 
ing, as Paul O’Grady says. 

“The highlight for me is al¬ 
ways when a Battersea dog gets 
a home. When I go in and find 
that one of them has got a home 
I’m always over the moon. Be¬ 
cause I’m secretly thinking, 
‘No-one’s going to take this lit¬ 
tle fella, look at the state of him’. 
But then thankfully somebody 
does.” 

Just now at Battersea there is 
one such little fella, a six-year- 
old lurcher collie cross called 
Bud. He’s been waiting for a 
new home for 325 days now. 
Let’s hope that off the strength 
of this deservedly-award-win¬ 
ning programme he finally finds 
one.

Do it yourself 
and conjure 
a pudding fit 
for Christmas 


N O matter how many 
pigs in blankets 
you’ve scoffed on 
Christmas Day, you can al¬ 
ways make room for some 
pudding, can’t you? 

The Japanese say we have a sep¬ 
arate stomach (“betsubara”) for 
dessert, and it’s never more true 
than on December 25, writes Kate 
Whiting of the Press Association. 

In recent years, shops have bat¬ 
tled to outdo one another to pro¬ 
duce the most tempting Christmas 
pud on the planet - and it might 
seem much easier to pop one in 
your shopping basket than to make 
your own. 

But old traditions die hard, and 
in the next few months, the heady 
scent of spice and sugar will be 
wafting around the nation’s 
kitchens, as we get cooking our 
own. 

Being a keen baker but a total 
novice when it comes to all festive 
fayre, I thought it was about time I 
rolled up my sleeves - and en¬ 
rolled on a Christmas pudding 
masterclass at The Landmark Lon¬ 
don in Marylebone. 

“The traditional time to make 
Christmas pudding is the 5th Sun¬ 
day before Christmas - Stir-up 
Sunday [November 22, the last 
Sunday before advent] - but you 
can make them any time,” says 
pastry chef, Pierre Rebuzzi. 

On Stir-up Sunday, traditionally, 
each member of the family would 
have a turn stirring the ‘plum pud¬ 
ding’ (plums were another word 
for raisins pre-Victorian times) and 
make a wish. 

Then there was the custom of 
hiding a silver sixpence in the pud, 
which would promise to bring 
wealth to whoever found it in their 
bowl later on. 

For many years, Rebuzzi, who 
hails from Lyon, the food capital 
of France, has made around 500 
Christmas puddings to serve at the 
hotel, so who better to take me 
through my paces to make my very 
first Christmas pud? 

Keep it light 

IT does seem a little strange to be 
taught how to make such a tradi¬ 
tionally English dish by a French¬ 
man, but it turns out that Rebuzzi 
has a unique take on the old clas¬ 
sic. 

“As a French person, Christmas 
pudding is not something I tradi¬ 
tionally eat, but the way I like my 
Christmas pudding is light and 
fruity,” says the 30-year-old, who 
has been macerating his fruit for 
six weeks in a mix of rum, brandy, 
kirsch and lemon and orange juice. 
“I don’t like it too hard or too 
flavourful of spices -1 like some¬ 
thing very light, because it’s some¬ 
thing you will eat after a big meal 
and you will not have much 
space!” 

Rebuzzi uses just one spice - 
nutmeg - to flavour his pudding, 
although cinnamon, cloves and 
ginger are traditionally used too. 


Mix it up 

IT turns out that the Christmas 
pudding itself is quite quick and 
easy to make - but there are a 
whopping 22 different ingredients 
in Rebuzzi’s version, which have 
all been ‘prepared earlier’, includ¬ 
ing the fruit that’s been steeping 
for weeks. 

All I need to do is mix them all 
up in the bowl, and grate the tart 
Granny Smith apple in too! 

“Christmas pudding is actually 
a very basic mix to make, you just 
have to incorporate your dry items 
with your wet items, your nuts, 
your fruits, and mix everything 


properly,” says Rebuzzi, warning 
me to “be very careful not to have 
patches of flour”. 

Full steam ahead 

ONCE mixed, you squash the 
squishy mess into your pudding 
basin, cover with a layer of grease¬ 
proof paper and then another of 
aluminium foil, all tied up with 
string. 

The time-consuming part, 
which I do at home, is to steam the 
pud for four hours in a big 
saucepan, making sure you keep 
the water topped up throughout. 

Rebuzzi says the pudding will 


happily keep in the fridge or a 
cool, dry place ’til Christmas Day, 
when you’ll need to steam it again 
for another hour, before serving 
with your favourite brandy butter 
or cream (he serves his with 
brandy custard, yum!). 

Feed and flame it 

TO ensure that boozy flavour, Re¬ 
buzzi suggests: “Every so often, 
maybe once a week, you can add a 
little bit more alcohol, like brandy, 
on top, and it will still keep a lot of 
flavour.” 

The piece de resistance is to 
flarnbe the pudding by pouring 
over a ladleful of brandy and set¬ 
ting light to it - naturellement. 
Make sure you perform this ritual 
safely though; you don’t want 
Christmas Day to end in a flaming 
disaster. 

...and relax 

BACK at the Landmark, once our 
puddings are all wrapped up, we 
turn our attention to another 
Christmas classic - eggnog. Often 
considered to be an American 
cocktail, its origins apparently lie 
in East Anglia - and it gets a men¬ 
tion in Stella Gibbons’ 1932 Cold 
Comfort Farm as a Hell’s Angel, 
made with made with an egg, two 
ounces of brandy, a teaspoonful of 
cream, and some chips of ice - and 
served as breakfast. 

Fancy giving it a whirl at home? 
Find the hotel’s recipe below... 

THE LANDMARK LONDON'S 
CHRISTMAS PUDDING 

{Makes three puddings in bowls 
14cm in diameter) 

140g vegetable suet; 140g 
demerara sugar; 75g soft flour; 
75g breadcrumbs; 30g lemon 
juice; 4g nutmeg; 1 pinch salt; 
20g jam; 90ml Irish stout; 1 
grated apple; 500g marinated 
fruit; 2 eggs; 200g walnuts 

For the marinated fruit 
lOOg dry apples; lOOg raisins; 

10Og dry apricots; 10Og dry 
cranberries; lOOg golden raisins; 
20g navy rum; 40ml brandy; 

20ml kirsch; juice and zest of 1/2 
an orange; juice and zest of 1/2 a 
lemon. 

Marinate the dry fruit for two 
months, adding more liquor if 
necessary. Butter the pudding 
basins. Mix all the ingredients in 
a large bowl, ensuring that there 
are no pockets of flour or 
breadcrumbs. Pour the mixture 
into the buttered basins and 
cover with a circle of 
greaseproof paper and 
aluminium foil. Tie firmly with a 
string. 

Put the basin in a pan, add 
boiling water to a quarter of the 
way up the basins, cover and 
steam for at least four hours. Top 
up with water if needed. The 
longer the mixture is steamed, 
the darker it will get. Steam for 
another hour before serving. 



MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 


Kedgeree with 
soft boiled egg 

Serves four 

I ’VE had lots of different versions of kedgeree 
and I suppose it’s up for individual 
interpretations, as are most dishes. 

Originally known as khichri, this Hindi dish has 
come a long way I’m sure since its creation, which was 
actually us by the way in India. It was a good way to 
use up fish and rice; but in the wrong hands, as you may 
well know, leftovers can become a bowl of slop. 

Many versions are very dry and literally just badly 
smoked haddock mixed with rice and raw curry 
powder, like a bad haddock byriani. As with most 
dishes, good quality ingredients are crucial even in a 
dish that could be made from leftovers. 

Smoked Finnan haddock makes the best kedgeree by 
far, as the smokiness travels through the sauce and rice 
to give that delicious savoury flavour. Don’t be tempted 
to buy that disgusting yellow dyed smoked haddock 
fillet, as I’m doubtfull that it has ever been near a 
smoker and if it has, why on earth is it that shocking 
colour? If you fancy it, though, do replace a little 
haddock with hot smoked salmon fillet (braden rost), 
or smoked mackeral maybe, as this gives a good 
contrast in colours and flavour. 

150g basmati rice; ltsp cumin seeds; ltsp onion seeds 
(nigela); 350g undyed smoked haddock fillet, lightly 
poached; 4 medium eggs 

for the sauce 

A good knob of butter; 2 medium shallots, peeled and 
finely chopped; 1 clove of garlic, peeled and crushed; 
a small piece of root ginger, peeled and finely grated or 
chopped; !4 tsp ground turmeric; !4 tsp ground cumin; 
Vi tsp curry powder; Vi tsp fennel seeds; a few curry 
leaves; pinch of saffron threads; 100ml fish stock (1/4 
of a good-quality cube will do, dissolved in that amount 
of hot water); 400ml double cream; salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 

First make the curry sauce: melt the butter in a heavy- 
based pan and gently cook the shallots, garlic and 
ginger in it without allowing them to colour. Add all the 
spices and cook for another minute to release their 
flavours. Add the fish stock, bring to the boil and allow 
it to reduce by half. Pour in the cream and simmer until 
reduced by half. Blend the sauce in a liquidiser or with 
a stick blender until smooth and strain it through a fine- 
meshed sieve. Adjust the seasoning, if necessary. 

Rinse the rice a couple times in cold water to remove 
any starch and cook it in plenty of boiling salted water 
with the cumin and nigela seeds for about 12-15 
minutes until just cooked. Briefly drain it in a colander 
and return it to a pan off the heat with a lid on. This 
allows the rice to steam dry and gives it a nice light 
fluffy texture. 

To serve the kedgeree, soft boil the eggs for 4 
minutes then run under the cold tap for a couple 
minutes so you can peel them. Re-heat the sauce and 
add the cooked smoked haddock. Put the rice into a 
bowl, spoon over the fish and sauce, then place an egg 
on each.

The World Goes Pop 
at the Tate Modern 

Until January 24, 2016 
Over 200 works by artists from Latin 
America to Asia celebrates the many 
faces of pop art. 

This show isn't about the pop art 
you know, it's about the pop art that 
escaped the history books. And it 
certainly packs a punch. It's fun, 
engaging, colourful, revelatory, 
opinionated, racy and stunning. Most 
importantly the show illuminates how 
pop wasn't confined to Andy Warhol's 
Factory in New York or Richard 
Hamilton's studio in London - it was a v 
phenomenon that reached much further, 
practiced by artists in Peru, Israel, 

Argentina, Japan, Brazil and Eastern Europe. 

In an opening gallery painted scintillating red, 
the work quite literally pops off the walls. Here, 
traditional techniques are turned on their head, 
such as Japanese woodblock printing in Ushio 
Shinohara's'Doll Festival', (1966) which is 
reinvigorated with the use of industrial 
materials like Perspex. Moving on, you'll find 
the mimicry of media and the language of 
mass production, the repetition of advertising 
strategies and consumerist logos, the 
appropriation of icons from popular culture, 
the re-evaluation of the role of women and the 
subversion of political symbolism. It makes for 
a riveting, eye-opening group exhibition that 
re-educates us on a movement that really 
reached out to embrace us - and continues to 
do so. The Brazilian military dictatorship of the 
1960s is confronted in Marcello Nitsche's giant 
flyswatter, ready and waiting to squish the 
tyrannical regime. Pop stars from western 
magazines are reimagined as the friends of 
Romanian artist Cornel Bruda^cu in his 
exquisite paintings. Everywhere you turn, the 
work is assessing the social, cultural and 
political terrain in which it was created. Women 
artists have been most notably omitted from 
the canon of pop art, so it's reassuring that the 
two female curators have made sure to 
rebalance the status quo.

Elf service just what doctor ordered 
to improve nation’s heart condition 


W ITHOUT a doubt, 
this year’s festive 
must-see show is 
going to be the heart¬ 
warming extravaganza, Elf, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The show, based on the 2003 
film which starred Will Ferrell in 
the title role, was a smash hit on 
Broadway and is likely to be 
London’s hottest ticket this 
season, despite the much reported 
high ticket prices. 

The show stars former Girls 
Aloud songstress Kimberley 
Walsh alongside West End heart 
throb Ben Forster, who will once 
again play the eponymous hero 
after wowing audiences last year 
in the role in both Plymouth and 
Dublin. 

Ben took some time off from 
rehearsals to talk to me about the 
show. His passion for the project 
was infectious as he told me about 
his love for the film and the 
character Buddy the Elf, who 
spends his early life growing up in 
Santa’s workshops. 

“It’s such a classic. It’s one of 
those films that makes you feel all 
gooey and warm and Chrsitmassy 
inside. That’s kind of one of the 
things that scared me the most 
about doing it because I knew I 
had a lot to stand up to. 

“People love it so much and 
love Will Ferrell so much. I didn’t 
want to do an impression or move 
so far away that people didn’t 



recognise Buddy. It was quite a 
difficult one, actually.” 

The musical ran on Broadway 
for both the 2010/11 and the 
2012/13 festive seasons and broke 
box office records three times at 
the Hirschfeld as well as being 
nominated for a Drama League 
award. 

London audiences are very 
different to those across the pond 
however, and Ben explains how 
the show has been adapted to suit 
a very British sense of humour. 

“There’s a few little extra bits 
getting added in. They’re making 
a few bits a bit bigger and cutting 
some of the bits we were kind of 
experimenting on. I think that was 
the good thing about working at 
Plymouth and Dublin. We got to 
experiment and it was good. It 
was like a big preview session so 
I feel like we all got a really good 
understanding of the piece.” 

Ben told me: “It’s written for a 
Broadway audience, so the kind 
of sense of humour is just 
different. Working out what 
people thought was funny and 
what kind of went over people’s 
heads was quite important and I 
think that will stand us in good 
stead for the West End.” 

Although the comedy may 
have some modifications, the 
fabulously glitzy soundtrack is the 
same, and it’s something we can 
all look forward to. Ben can’t wait 
to perform it again and to share 
the score with the London 
audiences. 


“It needs to feel like this big 
fabulous musical and I think it 
does. I’m really proud of it.” 

“It’s very big band Broadway 
sounding. The Christmas music 
just gets you. It still gets me every 
time I hear the overture or every 
time I hear one of the songs. It just 
makes my heart beat because it 
just, for some reason, taps into the 
emotions. It’s so beautifully 
written and so beautifully 
orchestrated, it’s brilliant.” 

Ben’s co-star Kimberley Walsh 
is no stranger to the West End 
stage and has most recently 
shared success in a concert 
version of the Cy Coleman classic 
musical Sweet Charity alongside 
Denise Van Outen and Kerry 
Ellis. Ben is really enjoying 
working with the pop star again 
and tells me about how she 
tackles the rehearsals. 

“She’s gorgeous, I’ve known 
Kimberley for years. She is so 
down to earth and lovely and 
really loves what she does. She’s 
really passionate about singing 
and theatre and that really comes 
across. She’s really dedicated and 
in there with everyone at the 
rehearsal.” 

Since winning ITV’s Search for 
a Superstar in 2012, Ben has 
enjoyed a hugely successful and 
varied career, including most 
recently playing Brad in the 
revival of The Rocky Horror 
Show with its creator Richard 
O’Brien at the Playhouse Theatre, 
which was broadcast in cinemas 


across the country just a few 
weeks ago. 

Ben has also landed one of the 
West End’s most highly 
acclaimed roles as the Phantom in 
the Andrew Lloyd Webber epic 
musical at Her Majesty’s Theatre, 
which he will start immediately 
after the run of Elf. Ben is humble 
and grateful for the opportunity. 

“It’s so iconic and amazing. 
Just to have the chance to put my 
stamp onto it is a real dream come 
true. It’s the first thing I ever saw 
in the West End. It was one of the 
main things that inspired me to do 
what I do and to get to play it is 
amazing. I still can’t really 
believe it’s going to happen.”

Dinner snub is 


insult to greats 


F ORTY years ago this week Queens 
Park Rangers were riding high at the 
top of the first division - the 
equivalent of today’s Premier League - and 
setting new club records that still stand to 
this day. 


The Hoops had just 
crushed Everton 5-0 at 
Loftus Road to clinch a 
Merseyside double, 
having already beaten 
Liverpool 2-0 (their 
first-ever victory over 
the Anfield club), won 
5-1 at champions Derby 
County and seen off 
Manchester United in 
west London. 
Manchester City and 
Arsenal would be sent 
packing in the new year. 

At the end of a 
brilliant, unforgettable 
season QPR were within 
13 minutes of lifting the 
championship . .. until 
Liverpool came from 
behind to win their final 
game at Wolves and pip 
them to the title by just 
one point. 

Magnificent 

It was still a 
magnificent 
achievement by 
manager Dave Sexton 
and his team, who 
qualified for Europe for 
the first time. 

Those heroes of 1975- 
76, inspired by the 
artistry of Stan Bowles, 
the leadership of 
England skipper Gerry 
Francis, the wing 
wizardry of Dave 
Thomas, the goals of 
Don Givens and 
goalkeeping colossus 
Phil Parkes, will never 
be forgotten by R’s fans 
of a certain vintage, who 
can now only dream of 
seeing their favourites 
challenge so strongly for 
the ultimate prize in 
domestic football. 

All of which makes 
the news that the club 
has had to cancel plans 
to honour the ‘Boys of 
76’ with a tribute gala 
dinner a big, puzzling 
disappointment and, 
frankly, an insult to the 
greatest team in R’s 
history. 


QPR announced on 
their website that “due 
to a lack of demand” 
their dinner scheduled 
for October 24 has been 
scrapped. Instead, the 
surviving members of 
that celebrated squad of 
legends will join the 
current team at their 
end-of-season awards 
event. 

Maybe nostalgia has 
gone out of fashion in 
W12, or the club didn’t 
do a great job of 
publicising the function, 
which would be difficult 
to believe given the 
power of social media to 
instantly spread the 
word to the masses? 

Then again, perhaps 
after 40 years of yo- 
yoing between the top 
two divisions and 
suffering the pain of 
their second relegation 
from the Premier 
League in three years, 
today’s fans are not in 
the mood to toast the 
heroes of yesteryear, and 
view them as a solemn 
reminder of the years of 
failure and 
mismanagement that 
have followed? 

It’s a sad state of 
affairs, though, when 
what should be the most 
revered team in QPR’s 
history won’t receive the 
special tribute dinner it 
so richly deserves. 

Meanwhile, it’s back 
to reality. After the 
international break, R’s 
resume at Birmingham 
City this Saturday, 
before Sheffield 
Wednesday visit Loftus 
Road next Tuesday 
(20th). The Blues have 
the best away record in 
the Championship, 
including three wins and 
no defeats, but they 
have already lost two 
and drawn one of their 
five home league games 
this season.

Where boxing history was made 


■ MY lords, ladies and 
gentlemen... 

King Street, Covent 
Garden, has a significant 
place in boxing history 
and the fight fraternity 
this week paid tribute to a 
building that has been 
synonymous with Lords, 

Ladies, the Aristocracy - 
and the ordinary man in 
the street. 

Because No.43 King 
Street was the home of 
The National Sporting 
Club from 1891-1929, a 
venue that took boxing 
out of the gutter and into 
plush surroundings. 

And the London ex-Boxers Association, in 
conjunction with Westminster Council, this week 
installed a green plaque to commemorate the 
historic significance of the building. 

The plaque was unveiled by Lord Hugh Lowther, 
the Rt. Hon 5th Earl of Lonsdale, whose family 


were responsible for the 
introduction of the Lonsdale 
Belt. Also in attendance was 
Cllr. Robert Davies, Deputy 
Leader of Westminster 
Council, along with 
descendants of the many 
famous boxers that boxed 
there, plus some of the many 
boxers who have inherited 
the rules and traditions of 
the NSC in the 21st century. 

The National Sporting 
Club was responsible for 
elevating boxing from the 
thuggery of dingy streets 
and shady taverns into a 
noble sport displaying 
bravery and strength. 

By the time The National Sporting Club left King 
Street in 1929, it had formed the original British 
Boxing Board of Control, which became renowned 
throughout the world for promoting high quality 
contests, licencing boxers, managers and promoters.

"The idea for a tennis league in a local park began as a way of 
improving our own game,"says Sally. "We set up the first, fledgling 
league on Highbury Fields in May 2005. It took off. Since then, 


many hundreds of people have taken part, made friends and 
improved their game." 

Now in its ninth year, the Highbury Fields League led to dozens 
of others all over the UK. As of June 2015, there are approximately 
80 leagues, with new ones being added all the time. The league 
concept is approved by and affiliated to the LTA, the governing 
body, and recognised by the Tennis Foundation, a charity set up by 
the LTA to promote grass-roots tennis. Local Tennis Leagues is 
registered as a Place to Play with the LTA. 

"Our aim is to launch more leagues wherever there is a need, 
concentrating on public courts where finding opponents can be 
difficult,"Sally added. 

Leagues can be also found at Battersea Park, Holland Park, 
Lincoln's Inn, Paddington Recreation Ground, Regents Park and

F ULHAM visit high-flying
